The applicant's substitute specification has not been approved because the 
applicant has failed to state that "no new matter has been added". In the applicant's 
remarks (first paragraph of page 9), the applicant does state that "no new matter has 
been added" but this appears to be in response to the additional claims, which were 
added, and not the substitute specification. 

Since the substitute specification has not been approved by the Examiner for the 
reason(s) above the following objections have been reinstated from the last office 
action. 

The application is objected to because of alterations which have not been 
initialed and/or dated as is required by 37 CFR 1.52(c).

Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In claim 1 1 , lines 3-4, there is a lack of antecedent basis for 
"the side hinge means". 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5, 10, 12-15, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Queveau. As shown in Figure 2, Queveau an openable rectangular 
screen element unit hinged (7) at one side (the hatch-back is considered both a window 
and a door), a first planar section (the section closes to the hinge), a second planer 
section (the next planar section adjacent to the first planar section) extending at an 
angle of about 15 degrees, a rebate (8, best seen in Figure 4), a complimentary frame 
rebate section (the portion extending just below element 8), the two planar sections are 
both different from a plane of the wall opening (along the side of the vehicle the portion 
of the body curves downward), the first planar section has a plane parallel to the plane 
of the wall and the second planar section has a different plane (the roof portion, best 
seen in Figure 4, has a planar wall section parallel to the first planar section), and the 
first planar section being wider than the second planar section (comparing the first 
planar section with the second planar section seen in Figure 3 shows the top portion of 
the "screen" to be wider than that of the second/bottom portion). Queveau fails to 
disclose the planar surfaces extending at an angle of between 10-20 degrees and more 
specifically, about 15 degrees. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of the invention to provide the angle of the screen element to be about 1 5 
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degrees since an angle between the two surfaces provides a greater surface area for a 
closure within an opening. 

Claims 9 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Queveau in view of Van Sandt. All of the elements of the instant invention are 
discussed in detail above except providing a light and sensor on a screen/closure. Van 
Sandt discloses a screen element (a closure) having a light and sensor. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide the 
screen element of Queveau with a light and sensor as taught by Van Sandt since a light 
and sensor allows one to see within close proximity of and around a screen element 

Claims 6-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. patent to Rainier discloses a panel having two planes 
angled approximately 15 degrees. U.S. patent to Chapman discloses a panel having 
two planes angled approximately 1 5 degrees. U.S. patent to Walker et al. disclose an 
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angled panel similar to that of the applicant's invention. U.S. patent to Ramsey 
discloses an angled panel similar to that of the applicant's invention. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-17 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
